cockerels and 17 pullets, the latter 
starting to lay. The association be- 
lieves this to be a record for so long 
a@ journey, and state that the results 
testify to the great care taken in the 
transportation of the delicate consign- 
ment.

The army, the navy, the steamship 
inspection service of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and the Coast 
guard have under development a de- 
vice to that end.

“Thank God,” said Dr. George E. 
Vincent, president of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, at luncheon in New York, 
“there is no tariff on Canadian doc- 
tors.” 


Well, it is rather a pity there 
isn't. Canada exports far too many 
of her professional men and women, 
and if the United States were to put 
@ tariff upon them in the form of a 
heavy poll tax, it would be a good 
thing for Canada. 

Of course, men and women are 
entitled to sell. their brains in the 
best market. The price of service is 
determined by the demand, and so 
long as the United States is able to 
pay higher salaries than Canada, 
our doctors, agricultural scientists, 
and other skilled workers will go to 
the other side. . ; 

The United States takes as little 
merchandise as possible from Canada, 
even if it is a substantial amount, 
and sells us twice as much as she 
buys, but there is no limit to the 
quantity of university and college 
men of the highest type she will ad- 
mit free. If she were as strict about 
the human element as she is about 
our farm products, it would be to the 
benefit of this Dominion. 

Millions of dollars are spent every 
year on education in Canada, and} 
when our youths have taken the 
highest honors, and have had such a 
training as would enable them to do 
great things for the country that} 
reared them, they are lured over the 
border by higher emoluments. That 
is absolutely their business, and 
they are justified in taking advan- 
tage of the opportunities. 

The reat point is that Canada 
should be able to keep these builders 
here. Individual firms may not be 
able to compete for brains with some 
of the bigger corporations in the} 
United States, but our great hospi- 
tals, agricultural colleges, research 
laboratories and other scientific insti- 
tutions should be able to offer the) 
same inducements as our neighbors. |

Another Scientific 
Discovery 


Latest Device Makes It Possible To 
Photograph Sound 

Science has brought forth its latest 
aid to the study of musical tone in the 
form of the projection osiso, 

The device, which makes sound vis- 
ible and permits its photographing, 
was demonstrated at Chicago by 
William Braid White, director of 
acoustic research for the American 
Steel and Wire Company. 

White demonstrated that each tone 
has its own peculiar color and that 
the color of a tone changes with am- 
plitude. In the visible demonstration 
the amplitude is manifest by vibra- 
tion lengths while the color is known 
by pattern, The machine consists of 
an apparatus similar to a loud speak- 
er, which is operated from an ordin- 
ary radio microphone. Instead of a 
diaphragm, there is a tiny mirror 
which vibrates with sound. This mir- 
ror reflects a beam of light to a cylin- 
der, 16-sided mirror which revolves 
and throws a line of light on a 
screen. 

The line of light on the screen 
oscillates and works into patterns as 
sound is picked up by the microphone. 
The photographing is done by an- 
other similar device. : 

White said the photographs permit 
the study and analyzing of a tone, 
whether made by a voice or an in- 
strument, and pointed out that it will 
enable a teacher of music to show hsi

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Alberta Premier Believes "Four Aviators Killed 
Federal. Aid Should Be | 


Given F or Relief Measures 


Edmonton.—A statement issued in 
Ottawa by Hon. Peter Heenan, Minis- 
ter of Labor, to the effect that unem- 
ployment conditions and relief meas- 
ures are entirely a provincial 
municipal responsibility, is challenged 
by Premier Brownlee. Mr. Heenan had 
said that at the Dominion provincial 
conference in 1927 this position had 
been recognized by the provinces, 
whose representatives had made it 
clear that they did not wish the Fed- 
eral Government to engage in such 
measures. 

To this Mr. Brownlee answers that 
he has no recollection of any such 
attitude being taken in behalf of the 
provinees, and in fact the latter had 
strongly objected to the Dominion 
acting in such questions without con- 
_sultation. The position of Alberta in 
the matter was again intimated to 
Hon. Mackenzie King on the recent 
visit to Ottawa. 

“Under normal circumstances,” 
says the Alberta premier, “unem- 
ployment relief might be dealt with 
as a provincial and mun‘cipal issue, 
but there do come times when because 
of national considerations all govern- 
ments should join in sharing the bur- 
den, The unemployment of the pres- 
ent season is a case in point. It is not 
due to local circumstances but arises 
from national conditions and it is 
therefore a sound argument that all 
governmental organizations should at 
such a time forget the nice distinc- 
tions of the B.N.A. and see how best 
they can together share the common 
responsibility.” 

Over 72 per cent. of the men now 
being given unemployment relief 
have been found to have come to 
Canada within the last five years, and 
the majority to have been here less 
than five years. A fairly large num- 
ber of them have come during the 
past year despite strong representa- 
tions by the provincial government 
that immigrants of that type were 
not wanted under existing conditions. 
Premier Brownlee gives this as the 
outcome of the check-up that has 
been made of the unemployed men 
who have reg’stered with the relief 
bureau and he regards it as an effect- 
ive answer to the argument of the 
Dominion authorities for the unem- 
ployment situation. 

“On the immigration question we 
are subject,” he said, “to Dominion 
policies and measures, and it does 
seem inconsistent that the Dom‘nion 
should take the position there is no 
federa) financial responsibility.”

Gandhi says he believes if the British

“There must be a conference at 
some stage or other,’ Gandhi writes.

“If the British Government invites 
the Nationalist congress to a confer- 
ence to discuss and frame, not any 
scheme but a scheme definitely for an 
independent government, and if it ful- 
fills other conditions su‘table to such 
‘a conference, I take it the leaders of 
the congress would respond gladly to 
the offer of such a conference.”

| The Kingdom Of Heaven Is At Hand, 
verse 17.—From the time of His 
|coming to Capernaum, Jesus began to 
preach and to say, “Repent,” change 
your minds, for the Kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand. The call to repent- 
ance was the message which he bade 


His disciples proclaim when He sent | 


them out two and two to preach, and

after His resurrection, He said that 
repentance and

For centuries the Jews had been| 


looking forward to the coming of the 
Kingdom of Heaven, and by this

Concern 


London, Eng.--A_ certain amount 
of uncasiness is expressed in some of

Hon. P. J. A. Cardin, Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, whose de- 
partment is responsible for radio mat- 
ters, made this announcement recent- 
ly, The question will be before cab- 
inet next week when a final decis'’cn 
will be arrived at as to the bill. 

“My only desire and the only de- 
sire of the government is to provide 
legislation with respect to radio that
